A S1X0 CL Alt TRAGEDY 


The prie-t and mditnry have retired, and I 
am now silling in my chair, facing the gigan¬ 
tic clock—from the bottom to tlie lop not less 
than one hundred feet, and about thirty leel 
wide and fifteen deep. Around me are many 
strangers, waiting to see the working of this 
clock us it strikes the hour of noon. L'ery 
eye is upon the clock. It now wants five 
minutes to twelve. The clock has struck und 
the people are gone, except a few whom the 
sexton or head man, with a wand and sword, 
is conducting round the building. 

The clock has struck in this way : The dial 
is some twenty feet from the floor; on each 
side is a cherub or a little boy. with a mallet, 
and over the dial is a small bell; the clteiub 
on the left strikes the fiist quarter, and that 
or. the right the second quarter. Some fitly 
feet above the dial, in a large niche, is a huge 
figure of lime, a bell in his left and a scythe 
in his right hand. In front stands a figure of 
a young man with a mallet, who strikes the 
third quarter on the hand of Time, and then 
turns and glide*, with slow step, around be 
hind Time; and then comes out an old man 
w ith a mallet, and places himself in front. 

As the hour of twelve comes, tt e old man 
raises bis mallet and deliberately strikes 
twelve limes on the bell, that echoes through 
the building and is heard all around in the 
region of the chuich. Soon as the old man 
has struck twelve and disappeared, another 
set of machinery is pul in motion, some twen¬ 
ty feet higher still. It is thus: There is a 
high cross, with the image of Christ on it.— 
The instant twelve is struck, one of the upos- 
tles walks out from behind, comes in front, 
turns, facing the cross, bows, und walks on 
around to his place. 

As he does so, another comes out in front. 

So twelve apos¬ 
tles, figure as large us life, walk round, bow, 
and pass on. As the last ap ears, an enor¬ 
mous cock. perched on the pinnacle of the 
clock, slowly flaps his wings, stretches forth 
his neck, and crows three times, so loud as to 
lie heard to some distance, and so naturally as 
to be mistaken for a real cock. Then all is 
silent as death. No wonder this clock is tjie 
admiration of Europe. It was made in 1571. 
and has performed these mechanic.1 wonders 
ever since, except for about fifty years, w hen

A Norfolk correspondent <>f the Philadel- j 
phiu Press desciilies the closing scene ol 
the celebrated trunk tragedy , resulting in tbej 
conviction und sentence ot Mariu Louisa 
Linder tor aiding in the desertion of the sol- 
dier, John Freeborn.

Murchison hits been informed that a fall of 
manna has recently taken place in Asia 
Minor. This manna’is a lichen which is 
formed in the steppes of the Ivutghis, and is 
often carried far to the west across the Cas¬ 
pian. The grain which is always perfectly de¬ 
tached, have much the form of a raspberry or 
mulberry, and are found frequently to be at¬ 
tached to a stony support of granite sand¬ 
stone and lime. This manna is ground into 
flour, and baked into bread, and is known 
among the Turks by the name of“kerder- 
coghdasi,” which means wonder-corn or 
grain.

Hence lie showed, und 
lrom another instance he related, lhat the very 
means taken to save life was often the cause 
of its loss. The brevity of life, the need ot 
preparation, and similar impressive lessons 
were also deduced, and in the course of remat ks 
Mr. Miner spoke warmly of the deceased ami 
and ot his previous knowledge of them.

WORLDS AXD SYSTEMS BEYOKD. 

Astronomers tell us that the sun is 520 
times larger than all the planetary globes 
which revolve around him, and 1,3000000 
limes larger than our own globe. Such is 
the power of this luminary that the planet 
Herschel is held in its orbit,lighted and warm¬ 
ed by his brilliancy, at the distance of 1.800,- 
000,000 of miles from his surfuce. Besides 
the sun and the planets which move around 
him, there belong to the same system, comets, 
the purpose of which is apparently incon¬ 
ceivable. Their magnitude and rapidity of 
motion are equally su. They, too, are never¬ 
theless known to insignificant mortals to 
move with exact precision. One of them is,’ 
by human agency, known to he 11.200,000,- 
000 of miles from the sun al its greatest dis¬ 
tance, and to move at the rate of 880,000 
miles an hour when nearest to him. The tail 
of the comet which appeared in 1G80. was 
computed by Sir Isaac Newton to be 80,000,- 
000 miles in length. 

Magi.ificent and glorious a9 the solar sys¬ 
tem may be, what is it in magnitude and dis¬ 
tance when compared vvith all the numberless 
worlds and systems beyond it? In every 
clear night, the naked eye may discover near¬ 
ly a thousand fixed stars which are supposed 
lo he such luminaries as the sun, and have 
their altendant^jlunels, hs we know the sun 
to have, it would comprise, a mass of matter 
equal to 1.320,000,000 of globes of the size 
ot our earth. The assistance which the hu¬ 
man eye has obtained in ( extending its view 
into the works of nature by artificial mean*, 
discloses to us the certainty that orbs esiaS 
at such a distance from us, that a cannon 
bull moving at the rate of 480 miles an hour, 
would require 9.000.000 of years to pass from 
some of them to the earth. The earth is 
computed to be 95,000.000. of miles from the 
sun; yet in eight minutes and a quarter the 
light reaches the earth from that luminary.— 
\Yhat must be the magnitude of luminous 
bodies, which are seen with the help of glass¬ 
es at- such a distance, that would require 
some years for light to come from them to 
the earth. 

It is said by some modern astronomers, 
that stars are seen ot such a distance, that 
the light must have left them four hundred 
yeurs before it strikes our earth. Beyond 
all thal is now known to exist, there may he 
] -till other systems all of them in motion, and 
| inhabited, it may he, by intelligent beings. 
Where shall the imagination fix the boundary 
of creation. From whatever point on the 
surface of our sphere the rye is directed to¬ 
wards the firmament, woi ids on worlds, and 
svstems on systems are d sclosed. Are we in 
the center of the universe? Are we in some 
remote extremity of the universe? What is 
the centre, what is extremity of the universe ? 
If there he a centre, if there be limits to the 
j works of nature, what is there beyond them, 
and vvho and what exist where nature dues 
not reign ? 

But if we are astonished at the magnitude 
and distance of these luminaries, how much 
more so must we lie, w hen we try to think of 
them collectively nnd in motion ? We know 
ihat like the substances on the earth, they 
are held by a law of gravitation, and we 
we know what strength it requires to move a 
weight of a few hundred pounds. If we 
cotdd suppose our comparatively small 
eirth to he a perfectly smooth ball on a plane 
it is believed it would take a mechanical lorce 
which no human mind can compute lo give 
it any motion. Yet we know it move* 
at the rate of 68,000 miles in every hour, re¬ 
volving as il Hies, yet so easily and surely, 
ihat we have no perception of its motion 
The planet Mercury moves at the rate of 
1750 miles in a single minute—tr motion 
which may lie measured by supposing a bull, 
to pass from America to Europe in one min¬ 
ute and three-quarters, or around our earth 
in seventeen minutes .—Boston Investigator.

llotr PETROLEUM IS MADE. 

Tlie Pittsburg Cmonide, speculating on 
the formation ol petroleum, says: 

We may set it down as an axiom, that na¬ 
ture is not only capable of producing now all 
articles which she has ever produced, hut she 
wid continue to produce them until she sub¬ 
stitutes something better. Perhaps our mean-! 
tog will he better understood by applying it 
to a single article. Suppose, for instance, we 
take the one in which we all feel so deep an 
interest—petroleum. This is known to he a 
hydro-carbon, composed ol two gasses. Tne-e 
gases are primary elements, indestructible, 
and exhaust less in quantity. Une of these— 
hydrogen—is a constituent of water, and, ul 
course, is as inexhaustible as the ocean. The 
other is a Constituent in all vegetable forms 
mid in many w! our rocks. 

One hundred pounds of limestone will 
weigh only sixty pounds after being burned. 
The part driven oif by burning is carbonic 
acid. Underlying the “Old Rock” is a stra¬ 
tum of limestone, of unknown thickness, hut 
known to lie upwanl of one thousand feet in 
depth. The water, falling on the surface and 
percolating through the porous sandstone that 
overlies the old lock, becomes charged with 
salt, saltpetre, and othercbemic.il ingredients, 
anil finally reaches the limestone rock ai.d 
decomposes it—the carbon in the rock and 
hydrogen of the water uniting to form oil; 
while the oxygen is set free to ascend to the 
utmosphere or unite with othei materials and 
form oxv des. Trie reverse of this process is 
seen in burning the oil in u lamp—the oxy¬ 
gen in the atmosphere uniting with the car¬ 
bon in ihe oil, funning carbonic acid, and 
with the hydrogen forming water—thus com¬ 
pleting the circle. The quPMiuu is frequent¬ 
ly asked.

WHAT IS LIKELY TO FOLLOW PEACE. 

One of tlie commercial circulars of New 
York, said to be tlie production of a shrewd 
financier, thus speculates as to w hat is like¬ 
ly to follow w hen the present civil war is 
ended : 

“With peace we must immediately entef 
upon n career of unexampled activity. En¬ 
terprise will be vastly enlarged. We shull 
avoid in a great measure that prostration and 
distress which commonly follow long wars, 
for tlie productive capacity oi our people is 
five lime* greater per head than at the close 
of the war of 1812. We had then hardly be¬ 
gun to use the mechanical aids to labor which 
have since revolutionized socitty. At that 
time everything had to be made good by hu¬ 
man toil alone. Now- it is restored hy the 
agency of mechanical engines which have 
given to each laborer a hundred hands. 

There is no limit to tlie employment of 
such aid*. We shall come out of the war, 
const quently, with every means and stimulus 
to renewed activity in industrial pursuits and 
the dev elopements of the natural wealth of 
the country. ‘•Ihe immense sums invested 
in the propuction of petroleum have already 
made it one of the leading articles of export, 
while the developement of our mines of 
precious metals is most important as giving 
us means by wInch we can return to specie 
payments. They supply a larger quantity 
than we export. Tnis fuel should remove all 
anxiety ol any probable scarcity, though spec¬ 
ulation nr apprehension as to the future may 
cause a temporary advance far beyond its 
real value.”
